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Reduced bail denied for accused killer 


Family of Modena Branson 'relieved'suspect will remain behind bars

Relief. That was the reac¬ 
tion Monday from the fam¬ 
ily of a murdered Anderson 
County woman after a Circuit 
Court judge denied cutting in 
half bail for the man accused 
of killing her. 

Timothy Lee Branson, 48, 
was arrested in March for 
allegedly shooting Modena 
Branson, 50, during a domestic 
dispute at her home on Bal¬ 


lard Road. 

Following the shooting, 
police say Branson shot him¬ 
self in the head but survived. 

Branson is charged with 
murder along with two counts 
of first-degree wanton endan- 
germent for allegedly pointing 
a gun at the victim’s sister and 
grandson after the shooting. 

Monday in Circuit Court, 
Branson’s attorneys, Ted 
Shouse and Michael Hawkins, 
argued that his $1 million cash 
bail was unnecessary because 


Branson has no prior criminal 
record, and asked that it be 
reduced to a $500,000 bond, 
which would allow him to post 
$50,000 in cash to be released 
while awaiting trial. 

Circuit Court Judge Charles 
Hickman denied the request, 
which was music to the ears of 
the victim’s family members. 

“He doesn’t deserve to be 
out, breathing the fresh air,” 
said Modena Stratton’s sister, 
Chris Sayre. “We’re relieved 
that the judge made the right

call.” 

Branson, clothed in an 
orange jumpsuit and shack¬ 
led, did not speak during his 
appearance and showed no

Business drying 
up for county’s 
last water hauler 


Wayne Phillips carries on vanishing 
longstanding family tradition

Loneliness can seep in when waiting 
for water. 

Professional water hauler Wayne Phil¬ 
lips said he sometimes thinks about his 
late father and former water hauler Wil¬ 
liam “Mush” Phillips while he waits for 
his 1,500 water tank to fill a customer’s 
cistern. 

It usually takes about 10 minutes, 
but 10 minutes can feel like a long time, 
Wayne said. 

To pass the time, he’ll listen to country 
music in the cab of his large, red truck. 
Read a book. In the past, he flipped 
through The Anderson News. 

For these 10 minutes, however, filling 
the silence by a cistern in the Hanson 
Aggregates’ rock quarry, Wayne talks 
about his dad, and a family livelihood 
that may be fading away. 

Years ago — back when Wayne hauled 
city water with his father — farmers, 
haulers and county residents alike would 
line up and down Court Street, almost all 
the way to the railroad tracks, waiting 
their turn to fill up tanks for the day’s 
haul. 

He used to wait about one or two hours

Man shot at 
Eagle Lake 

Owner pulls plug on future 
late-night college parties

Police are investigating an early 
Sunday morning shooting at Eagle 
Lake Convention Center that sent 
one unidentified 
man to an area hos¬ 
pital with non-life 
threatening injuries. 

The center’s 
owner, Brad Smith, 
confirmed the shoot¬ 
ing Monday after¬ 
noon, saying that it 
occurred during a 
private party for a group of around 
500 college students who rented 
the facility. 

He said those involved are not 
from Anderson County. 

A spokesperson for the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police acknowledged 
Monday that the agency is investi¬ 
gating, saying that it was working 
on a news release. As of Tuesday 
morning, no release had been 
issued. 

Smith said the shooting hap¬ 
pened around 2 a.m. 

“There was a beef between two 
guys, and one guy popped the 
other in the leg,” Smith said, add¬ 
ing that the victim left for an area 
hospital on his own. 

Smith said he has rented a room

for water at the loading station, 
Wayne said. 

No line exists at the city water 
station now, the loading area only 
one of two public water stations 
left in Anderson County 

“Hauling about 2,300 loads of 
water last year, [Mush] Phillips 
said he hauls on the average of 
50 loads per week,” The Anderson 
News reported in an article on 
the then-new city water station 
in 1974. “Hauling is his primary 
business, but he also farms. His 
son, Wayne, recently bought a 
truck from him and is now in the 
business, too. ‘We work mostly as a 
team,’ Wayne Phillips said.” 

Wayne’s father, who Wayne 
worked with for more than 30 
years, died at the age of 57, back in 
the early ’80s. 

Wayne said he was with his 
father every day he could be. 

“I’m about the only one,” 

Wayne, sole proprietor of Wayne 
Phillips Water Hauling and one of 
the last professional “water haul¬ 
ers,” said. 

“I don’t have to wait on any¬ 
body anymore. That’s about the 
only good thing about it.” 

After more than 43 years in the 
water hauling business, the nature 
of selling potable water to Ander¬ 
son County and city customers 
is changing, with more people 
receiving access to city and other 
water district lines. Those without 
means or access to public water 
lines in Lawrenceburg or out in 
the county are few. 

“It’s about there,” Wayne said 
of water access. “County’s pretty 
much got it on the roads.” 

Several of his customers have 
access to city or county water 
lines, Wayne said, but choose not 
to want to spend money to run 
their own lines to individual water 
district’s connections. 

Now he fills pools for those who 
want it done quickly. He waters 
sod and cleans out septic lines and 
sprays down driveways. Wayne 
even washed off a church parking 
lot recently. Summer — the height 
of the construction season — is a 
pretty good time for business, and 
for Wayne. 

“Oh yeah, it worries me,” Wayne 
said of the future of his business. 
“But I keep on plucking.” 

Right now, in the August heat, 
Wayne keeps busy delivering 
water to contractors on construc¬ 


tion sites, like those working on a 
bridge project nearby or contrac¬ 
tors who need water to compact 
roads properly during paving. 

Depending on the volume of 
water needed for a particular resi¬ 
dence or construction site, Wayne 
will load up at the city water sta¬ 
tion about once a day. 

“The water line has put the 
pinch on me, ’cause everybody 
likes city water,” Phillips said. 
“Don’t blame them.” 

Since the age of 16, Wayne 
has delivered water for living, 
although he did work at Sykes’ 
Carpet before it closed down. He 
also delivered lumber like his 
father did, Wayne said, to be used 
in building the county’s wooden 
bridges. 

“Anything to try to survive,” 
Wayne said. “That’s the way it is.” 

But eventually he had to make 
a choice — wood or water. He 
chose water, and to work with his 
dad. 

“Then I decided I needed to do 
one of the two,” he said. “I decided 
to stick with water hauling. 

His father “Mush” Phillips — 
along with Lawrenceburg resident 
Roy Rogers — were some of the 
first to make hauling water a 
professional business, Wayne said. 
Mush, however, still worked for 
the state highway department 
full-time, hauling water and farm¬ 
ing in his free time. 

At the height of water hauling 
popularity in Anderson County 
about 20 years ago, there were 
about five water hauling busi¬ 
nesses in the area, Wayne said. 

People knew his father, and 


know Wayne. His favorite part of 
the job is being outside, visiting 
with people, though he doesn’t 
engage in his dad’s old practice of 
stopping for coffee on Broadway 
Avenue every morning before the 
day’s route. 

Advertising for Phillips’ busi¬ 
ness is usually done by word of 
mouth. 

“People just know me,” Wayne, 
born and raised in Anderson 
County, said. 

The recent drought has been 
helpful for Wayne’s business. The 
winters are not. 

“I like droughts better than I 
like floods,” he said jokingly. 

Even with the ice freezing 
pumps and hoses, Wayne said he’s 
never had any major incidents 
in his career as a water hauler 
(immediately knocking on wood 
soon after saying that) except one 
— 30 years ago, Wayne flipped his 
truck over on its side after he hit 
a hole easing his vehicle down a 
man’s muddy driveway. 

“I’ve had ice hanging on my 
beard before,” Wayne said with a 
laugh. 

After Wayne is gone, he said, 
no one will probably step in to fill 
this father-son tradition in water 
hauling. 

For now, Wayne continues haul¬ 
ing water, about five days a week, 
as long as people need it. 

“Like I said, just about faded 
away,” he said of water hauling. 
“That all kind of went away. Just 
me now.”

for similar private parties for 
around eight years, but Sunday’s 
shooting prompted him to cancel 
five more scheduled for this year. 

“I sent out notices to cancel 
them,” Smith said. “You can have 
shootings in movie theaters and 
elsewhere, but we don’t want 
them at Eagle Lake.” 


Smith said party organizers are 
responsible for providing security, 
and that 15 people were hired for 
that purpose for the party that 
started late Saturday night and 
attracted college students from 
across the region. 

“They hired security and had 
gate control,” Smith said, adding 
that he always alerts local police 
about the parties. “People are sup¬ 
posed to be frisked, but obviously 
someone failed at their job and 
someone got a gun in. 


“The system broke down.” 

Smith said along with the late- 
night parties, he rents his facility 
for events ranging from country 
music concerts to chamber of 
commerce functions. 

“We have seven rooms we rent 
for nearly every purpose,” he said, 
“but what happened over the 
weekend is not going to be toler¬ 
ated here.”

emotion at being denied a chance to be released 
from prison. 

Hickman’s ruling followed the testimony of two 
people who vouched for Branson and offered to risk 
their life savings and possible jail time if he violated 
the terms of his release. 

Jamie Marlowe, a former Lexington resident who 
now lives in Alabama, said she has power of attor¬ 
ney for Branson and since his arrest has sold a home 
he owned in Lexington. 

Proceeds from that sale, she said, were enough 
to post the $50,000 bond and that she has enough 
money to cover the remaining $450,000 of the 
$500,000 bond. 

Marlowe discussed her close, 20-year relationship 
with Branson, saying they were like brother and 
sister and spoke several times each week. 

She said she is “100 percent confident” that Bran¬ 
son, should he be released, would abide by any con¬ 
ditions set by the court. 

Lexington resident Mark May said he previously 
worked with Branson and offered to let him stay at 
his home in Lexington. He also said he would notify 
authorities if Branson violated the terms of his 
release, even if it meant not doing so would result in 
his own arrest and imprisonment. 

Prosecutor David Nutgrass questioned Marlowe, 
asking if she owns property in Kentucky. 

She said she doesn’t which, according to Hick¬ 
man, disqualifies her from being “approved surety” 
because she isn’t a resident of Kentucky. 

Afterward, Nutgrass said he was pleased with 
Hickman’s decision. 

Branson’s attorneys also requested that he be 
moved from the Kentucky State Reformatory, 
where he has been held since being hospitalized 
for the self-inflicted gunshot wound, to the Shelby 
County Detention Center. 

Nutgrass initially objected, saying that comments 
made by Branson’s attorneys just moments earlier 
about his “serious health” issues were yet another 
reason to lower his bond. 

“I don’t want to put Anderson County taxpayers 
on the hook for his medical expenses,” Nutgrass told 
the judge. 

Branson’s attorneys said he didn’t need hospital 
services provided at the reformatory, and that it 
would be more convenient for him to be trans¬ 
ferred to Shelby County. 

“If he has no reason to be [in the reformatory], I 
don’t object,” Nutgrass said. 

Branson is scheduled to go on trial Feb. 25. His 
next court appearance is scheduled for Nov. 9.

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Trashed Hammond Road house finally tom down 


Homeowner defied orders for more than year

A demolition crew began 
razing a home Monday on 
Hammond Road just two 
weeks before its owner was 
to go on trial for refusing to 
tear it down. 

The owner, Steve Gay, 
was to stand trial Sept. 12 in 
Anderson District Court. 

The saga over the crum¬ 
bling home dates back more 
than year. Gay was origi¬ 
nally given 10 days to tear 
down the home when it 
was declared unsafe by the 
county fire chief. 

It wasn’t. 

Gay was then cited and 
ordered to appear in District 
Court, where a judge gave 
him until July 5 to tear it 
down. 

That deadline passed and 
the home still stood. 

Gay was put on notice 
last July 29 that the house 


had to come down after 
the fire chief inspected it 
and neighbors complained 
it was filled with rodents 
and had become a health 
hazard. 

That constituted a Class 
B misdemeanor punishable 
by a fine of up to $250 per 
day or 90 days in jail. Each 
day since constitutes an 
additional misdemeanor 
charge meaning, in theory, 
that Gay has piled up 
roughly 340 additional 
misdemeanors by not com¬ 
plying with the orders. The 
jail time for a misdemeanor 
typically does not accu¬ 
mulate over time, and he 
would likely receive a total 
of 90 days in jail, if sen¬ 
tenced. 

The fines, however, can 
accumulate and if imposed, 
would result in nearly 
$90,000 in penalties.

Farm Bureau since 1949. 

It is quite an accomplish¬ 
ment for a group that has only 
been performing together for 
18 months and has to juggle 
work and family schedules in 
order to pursue their passion. 
All of the group members 
work other jobs during the day. 

“It took two years to put 
the group together,” said Doug 
Sallee, another Anderson 
County resident, who sings 
tenor. Sallee teamed with Bob 
Stopher, another local resident 
who handles the group’s sound 
system, in forming New Vision. 

Others in the group are 
soprano Rachel Young, of 
Anderson County, and her 
father, Denny Dickerson, of 
Frankfort, a 30-year veteran of 
area gospel groups who sings 
baritone. 

Gee, the rookie, learned of

the budding group. 

“I knew Rachel’s husband, 
Scott, who was youth minister 
at Alton Christian Church. She 
told me they might be needing 
a bass singer and I should try 
out,” he said. 

Once all the pieces were in 
place, the group performed its 
first concert on Feb. 20,2011, 
at Alton Christian. The music 
is decidedly of the southern 
gospel variety, but also shows 
how things have changed. New 
Vision Gospel does not use a 
pianist who tickles all 88 keys. 

“We download our music,” 
Sallee said. “We have a laptop 
on stage with us and hook that 
into the sound system.” 

The group has about 25 


songs in its repertoire coming 
from a variety of current gos¬ 
pel artists. 

Last winter, Gee contacted 
Chuck Thurman, manager of 
the local Farm Bureau Insur¬ 
ance office, about the pos¬ 
sibility of New Vision Gospel 
representing Anderson County 
in the state fair contest. 

Once the ball was rolling, 
the Anderson County Farm 
Bureau Federation sponsored 
the group. 

Last Thursday was the 
biggest moment yet for New 
Vision Gospel. The group has 
quickly become popular in 
Anderson and surrounding 
counties, but had never per¬ 
formed together before a state¬ 
wide audience. Eleven groups 
from around the state entered 
the competition with each 
allowed two songs. 

“I wasn’t really nervous. 

Ben was!” said Sallee, a gospel 
music veteran of more than 20 
years. 


It was understandable. 

“This is the first group I 
ever sang with,” said Gee. “I 
sang in church and I was in 
the chorus in middle school 
and high school. I just always 
get a little jittery when we get 
ready to sing. My mother says 
that is God’s way of keeping 
you humble.” 

But Gee passed the test, 
flawlessly performing a bass 
solo in a cover of the Gold City 
hit, “Under Control.” 

“It is a song that showcases 
the bass,” Stopher noted. 

The group followed with 
“I’m on the Battlefield” then 
waited. 

“We give God all the glory,” 
Gee said. “We just went down 
there to worship. If it weren’t 
for God, we couldn’t do it. 

“We want to thank our 
families and our spouses and 
children. We go so many plac¬ 
es. There are so many times 
we go sing and someone from 
Lawrenceburg is there. That 


means a lot to us.” 

The group has recorded a 
CD and has its own Facebook 
page. Its next scheduled perfor¬ 
mance in Anderson County is 
Sept. 30 at Mt. Pleasant Baptist 
Church. 

Thursday, when the results 
were in, the master of ceremo¬ 
nies announced the Allegiance 
Quartet from Edmonson Coun¬ 
ty was third and the Lindsey 
Family of Green County 
placed second. 

Then New Vision Gospel 
heard its name called as the 
winner. 

“We are up on cloud nine,” 
Sallee said. “It is hard to 
explain.” 

Gee, who played basketball 
at Anderson County High 
School, broke into a broad 
smile. “This is the first time I 
have ever been a state cham¬ 
pion.”

peaking of unrest, it will be interesting to see how many 
people show up Wednesday night as the school board debates 
setting a tax rate for the coming year. 

The board advertised a couple of weeks ago that it is consider¬ 
ing a 4 percent revenue increase, which 
would raise the tax rate 17 cents per 
$1,000 assessed value. 

That almost certainly won’t happen. 
Board chairman Roger McDowell has 
said several times he’s not interested in 
raising taxes, a sentiment echoed a time 
or two by fellow board member Lee 
Hahn. 

Hahn, who is eyeing a run at county 
clerk in 2014, doesn’t want that kind of 
baggage should he actually challenge 
incumbent clerk Jason Denny. Another 
board member, Steve Higgins, is being 
challenged for his seat and voting for 
such a large tax increase certainly 
wouldn’t help his cause this close to 
November. 

Sort of makes me wonder just whose 
idea it was to not only place a legal 
notice calling for a 4 percent increase, 
let alone take the time in the ad to 
say just how the additional $370,000 it 
would raise would be spent. 

_ Anyway, look for the board to keep 

its rate flat for a fourth consecutive 
year. But remember, even that amounts to a tax increase because 
the board almost certainly will not vote for a compensating rate 
— the purposefully confusing numbers game that allegedly gives 
a taxing district the same revenue it received a year ago. 

According to the PVA’s office, a compensating rate would actu¬ 
ally lower the rate property owners pay just a bit. A flat rate, how¬ 
ever, provides an additional $60,000, or so.

S peaking of confusing, I was taken back a bit Monday in Cir¬ 
cuit Court while listening to attorneys for the man charged 
with murdering his wife lobby the judge to have his bail cut 
from $1 million to $500,000. 

A woman from Alabama took the stand, saying the suspect 
has $50,000 in cash — which would satisfy the 10 percent bond 
requirement on the half-million — and that she has the $450,000 
balance should the guy violate the terms of his release. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney David Nutgrass ques¬ 
tioned the woman and asked her if she owns any property in 
Kentucky. 

She said no, which was all Judge Charles Hickman needed to 
hear to make his decision. 

Hickman pointed out that the Alabama woman couldn’t post 
bond for the suspect because she isn’t a resident of Kentucky, and 
that was that. 

Afterward, a reporter from the Herald-Leader and I were leav¬ 
ing the courtroom and wondered why the attorneys would bring 
a woman all the way here from Alabama under those pretenses if 
the answer was almost certainly going to be no. 

We asked them, but they declined to comment. 

Later, an attorney I know speculated that the attorneys did so 
in hopes that, if approved, the bond would be assigned to them. 

That way, my attorney friend said, whatever legal fees the sus¬ 
pect racks up would be covered, in this case up to $50,000. 

It’s hard to blame the attorneys for wanting to ensure they are 
paid, but how they figured they were going to get something that 
basic past Hickman is a mystery to me. 

In actuality, all they accomplished was to put the murder vic¬ 
tim’s family through yet another session in hell for fear the man 
they think killed their loved one would actually be released from 
prison. 

And lawyers sometimes wonder why they get a bad rap.

September is time to prepare house plants 


H ere it is almost the end 
of August. 

Summer has flown 
by on super sonic wings. The 
jiggler on the canner has 
been singing in the kitchen 
every weekend and I still 
have bushels 
to go before I'm 
done. The pantry 
is looking better 
every day. We've 
only had one fog 
this month, so 
far, so I'm hope¬ 
ful that it will be 
an easy winter. 

Those of you 
who like to fer¬ 
tilize by planting 
should have your 
"green manure" 
cover crops in by now. Cover 
crops are mostly legumes 
that fix nitrogen back into 
the soil, like hairy vetch and 
clover. The summer's crops 
have taken up most of what 
was there. Sow the seeds and 
let the plants grow over the 
winter. Till the plants into 
the soil in late March or early 
April. 

I've been seeing a few web- 
worms decorating the ends 
of tree branches with what 
looks like white cotton candy. 
They'll eat everything liv¬ 
ing inside the webbing so it's 
best to destroy them as soon 
as you can see them. You can 
simply cut off the end of the 
branch and put it in a trash 
bag for disposal. 


If your winter squash is 
turning, you planted too 
soon. 

Most winter squash is 
ready in October, after a few 
cold snaps sweeten them. 
They store really well after 
a day or two of curing off 
the vine and out of the sun. 
Then, you can just store 
them somewhere cool and 
dark. I'm already craving 
winter squash soup. 

I'm really ready for some 
winter foods. For some rea¬ 
son it's about now that I start 
craving soups, casseroles and 
cornbread, all those foods 
that require an oven. I don't 
think I've had it on more 
than twice this summer. The 
slow cooker and steamer 
have both been getting a 
workout. All these veggies 
are going into vegetable soup 
for this winter. The bread 
machine will be out on the 
counter soon. 

Bugs have been a problem 
this year, probably because 
of the mild winter we had 
last year. If you've had a 
problem with Japanese bee¬ 
tles this year you better take 
some action. The best way is 
to cover the soil around your 
plants with a landscape mat¬ 
ting and some mulch. They 
breed by laying eggs that 
hatch out into white grubs 
that burrow down into the 
soil now. 

The dryer it is, the deeper 
they go, so that they don't 


dry out. You want them to 
dry out and die. The mulch 
with help. 

If your outdoor to-do list 
has been long, it's about to 
get longer. 

Early September is the 
time to prepare the plants 
for winter. Cut out all the 
old bramble canes that you 
picked berries from this 
year. They don't produce 
on old wood. Fertilize your 
strawberry plants with aged 
manure or compost now. 

Clean up around all fruit 
trees, so nothing is left laying 
on the ground. 

If you like to mow (and 
want a really nice green 
lawn), then fertilize your 
lawn in September with 1 
pound of nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet. The drought has 
been very hard on lawns this 
year so even a little manure 
would be a good thing to 
spread. 

Now, get those house 
plants washed and ready to 
bring into the house. It won't 
be long before the mornings 
bring a real chill to the air. 
I've already been wearing my 
flannel shirts. 

Let's enjoy what's left of 
the summer while we can. 

It won't be 90 degrees much 
longer. Happy growing.

H ow can you have a 
happier marriage? 
Even the best of 
relationships probably have 
room to grow a 
bit more. 

I recently 
had an opportu¬ 
nity to speak at 
a local women’s 
conference 
about this sub¬ 
ject. The idea 
wasn’t original 
to me but it 
certainly makes 
sense. 

No matter 
how committed 
you are to the relationship, it 
can get stale if you don’t put 
some effort into making the 
relationship happy. 

John Gottman, Ph.D., 
a psychologist and fam¬ 
ily researcher, is studying 
relationships, particularly 
marriages, to help couples 
create healthy, successful 
marriages that last. He wants 
to counter the trend that 50 
percent of marriages end in 
divorce. 

One of the keys Dr. Gott¬ 
man found from his research 
is to make positive deposits 
in the relationships. He 
wasn’t talking about money 
but instead about five 
positive communications to 
every negative. 

When the relationship 
is substantially positive, 
a few negatives now and 
then don’t pose a significant 
threat. Positives can be very 


little things like showing 
common courtesies such as a 
simple thank you or smile or 
more complex such as listen¬ 
ing when the spouse is upset 
about work or the children. 

It works when both people 
are tuned in to what the 
other views as positives. In 
other words, we really listen 
to and respect the other per¬ 
son’s point of view. 

Note that this doesn’t 
always mean that we agree. 

This may seem like a 
game and somewhat uncom¬ 
fortable to begin with. 

Maybe you are already doing 
some of these “couple ritu¬ 
als.” 

Perhaps you used to do 
these things but found they 
got dropped as family life 
became busier and work 
required more time. 

The time estimate is here 
just to give you an idea that 
it doesn’t take a lot of time 
to pay attention to the small 
things in a relationship. 

Partings: When you 
leave home make sure you 
know something about your 
spouse’s activity for the day. 
No, this isn’t snooping, just 
encouraging and being sup¬ 
portive. Kiss goodbye. This 
takes about two minutes a 
day or 10 minutes a week. 

Returns: Have a hello kiss 
and take about 10 minutes to 
reconnect and share some¬ 
thing about your day. This is 
not meant to be an account¬ 
ing for what you did that 
day, just a friendly sharing of 


whatever you thought or felt 
was important or of interest 
to you or your spouse. This is 
not the time for a major dis¬ 
cussion. Just listen to under¬ 
stand and be supportive. 
Estimated time is about 20 
minutes if each spouse takes 
10 minutes a day or one hour 
and 40 minutes a week. 

Express admiration and 
appreciation to your spouse: 
Find a way to genuinely 
communicate this. Being 
specific helps. You may be 
surprised that your spouse 
likes something that you 
were unaware of. It’s hard 
to put a time on this one but 
maybe five minutes a day or 
35 minutes a week. 

Affection: Kiss, hold, and 
touch each other. No mat¬ 
ter how long you’ve been 
married, this is important. 
Believe it or not, there are 
some couples who rarely do 
this. This seems so simple 
that I’m sure someone is 
shaking her head and won¬ 
dering why this self-evident 
statement is even here. 

Make sure you kiss each 
other before going to sleep. 
Estimated time is about five 
minutes a day or 35 minutes 
a week. 


Spend time together that 
is just for you as a couple, not 
a family. 

Take at least two hours a 
week for a date, even some¬ 
thing that doesn’t cost such 
as a picnic or walk. Use the 
time to talk, update each 
other about important issues, 
play and enjoy being togeth¬ 
er. Remember how fun this 
was when you were just get¬ 
ting to know each other. 

If you try to use these five 
hours as discussed above, I 
believe that you will have 
more positives in your rela¬ 
tionship. 

Commit to doing this for a 
month and then evaluate it. 
At first it may seem differ¬ 
ent but soon it will start to 
feel really good. Make some 
adjustments at the end of 
the month and try it again.

Fire damages garage 
on Bardstown Road 

The Anderson County 
fire department called in the 
assistance of a Kentucky State 
Police fire investigator Tues¬ 
day morning to determine the 
cause of a garage fire on Mon¬ 
day night at 4718 Bardstown 
Road. 


According to Anderson 
County Fire Chief Mike 
Barnes, the 25-30 square foot 
metal building was being used 
as a garage on the property, 
and Monday night’s fire heav¬ 
ily damaged most of the build¬ 
ing’s contents.

stained exterior, also suffered 
heat and smoke damage. 

There was no damage to the 
residence, and no one was 
injured. 

“There was a lot of damage

“I’d say it’s pretty 
significantly damaged. They’ll 
probably have to tear it down.” 


Barnes said his department 
was able to determine where 
the fire had started, but not 
the cause, which required 
Barnes to call upon the skills 
of the Kentucky State Police 
fire investigator. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, 
the cause of the blaze was 
still unknown and still under 


investigation by Kentucky 
State Police. 

The county fire depart¬ 
ment, EMS and Anderson 
County Sheriff’s office 
responded to the scene on 
Monday night.

School board to hold public hearing on 4 percent revenue hike

Anderson County Board 
of Education invites the com¬ 
munity to a public hearing 
tonight, Wednesday, Aug. 29 at 
5:30 p.m. regarding a potential 
4 percent revenue increase for 
city and county taxpayers. 

A 4 percent revenue 
increase raises district tax rates 
from $5.52 to $5.69 per $100,000 


assessed value, a 3 percent tax 
rate increase from last year. 

The increase would add 
$17 on tax bills of homeown¬ 
ers with properties assessed at 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The board is also consider¬ 
ing other options in setting its 
tax rates — compensating and 
flat. 

If the board takes the com¬ 


pensating rate at $5.48 per 
$100,000, the district will still 
increase its revenue by about 
$62,000, according to property 
valuation data. 

Property assessment values 
in Anderson County grew 
to about $22 million overall, 
thanks largely to local distill¬ 
ery Wild Turkey’s expansion. 

The 4 percent revenue 


increase will increase tax rev¬ 
enue for the district by about 
$307,000 as compared to the 
compensating rate. 

Taxing districts across 
Anderson County have mainly 
continued a trend of keeping 
tax rates flat or lowering them, 
the most recent being the fire 
district, which elected to keep 
its tax rate flat. 


All taxing districts are 
required to provide a tax rate 
to the Anderson County sher¬ 
iff’s office by mid-September. 

The Board of Education’s 
public hearing will be held 
at the district central office, 
located at 1160 Bypass North.

Lawrenceburg-based Splat¬ 
ter Inc started small, grew fast 
and learned the importance of 
being ready for success. 

Splatter Inc was started in 
the summer of 2004 by Gabe 
Uebel, Andrew Eaton, Nick 
Cann, Warn Kenny, Jay Spring¬ 
ate, David Sawyer and Charles 
Humston. 

Andrew, Nick, Warn, Jay 
and David had just graduated 
from Anderson County High 
School and were poised to 
enter their respective colleges 
that fall.

“Charles Humston gra¬ 
ciously allowed Splatter Inc 
to occupy his old office at 105 
West Woodford St., and we 
were officially in business,” 
Uebel said. 

“For the first two years, we 
worked closely with other 
regional screen printers, 
embroidery shops, sign shops, 
and graphic professionals to 
deliver projects on time and 
build our local market.” 

In 2006, Splatter Inc rocket¬ 
ed through $100,000 in annual 
sales with the addition of Clay 
Birdwhistell, Mark Coffey and 
Brett Morris. 

“All three of these tal¬ 
ented men helped us drive 
additional sales, outstanding 
design and improve customer 


service,” Uebel said. 

“Our collective talents set us 
on a path in 2007 to purchase 
cutting edge screen printing 
and embroidery equipment. 

“The addition of in-house 
production and man power 
required a new larger location 
and we moved the entire oper¬ 
ation to 101 Hilltop Drive. 

“Brad Smith, SmithCo. Prop¬ 
erties, stood by us and allowed 
us go after our dream.” 

Uebel said 2007 was a ban¬ 
ner year with sales exceeding 
$400,000 in multiple sales 
channels. 

“We also opened the Lexing¬ 
ton location of Soccer Premier, 
the largest team dealer for 
soccer in the state.

trouble started. 

“Our explosive growth in 
2007 was more than we could 
handle.

“By the end of year, we 
had given up our dream of 
purchasing the two remaining 
locations of Soccer Premier in 
Elizabethtown and Louisville, 
sold the Lexington location 
back to the founders Soccer 
Premier and lost three key 
employees. 

“Splatter Inc learned a very 
hard truth; explosive growth 
can kill an ill prepared busi¬ 
ness and destroy lifelong 
friendships.” 

But, Uebel said, Splatter Inc 
stuck with it and came back 
strong. 

“Through our darkest 
hours, we were blessed by the 
continued support of local, 


regional and national clients,” 
he said. 

“By the grace of God, we 
made it through the year and 
dug in deep to meet our finan¬ 
cial commitments to lenders, 
existing employees and clients. 

“Had it not been for Adam 
Sayre and Rodney Peach, I am 
not sure Splatter Inc would 
have survived in late 2008.” 

By mid-2009, Splatter Inc 
had consolidated its operation 
to its original office location 
105 West Woodford and moved 
production two doors down to 
109 West Woodford St. 

“Don and Jan Collins gra¬ 
ciously allowed us modify the 
space and reduce operating 
overhead costs,” Uebel said.

County courthouse to close for business Sept. 3-4 


From staff reports 

The Anderson County Courthouse 
will be closed Tuesday Sept. 4 as part of 
a statewide shutdown of the Kentucky 
Judicial Branch, it was announced. 

The court system also will be closed 
on Monday, Sept. 3, to observe the 
Labor Day holiday. 

This will be the first time since 
Kentucky’s modern court system 
was formed in 1976 that the Judicial 
Branch must close courthouse doors to 
balance its budget, officials said in a 
news release. 

The court system will also be closed 


Monday, Oct. 15. 

The closure includes the Supreme 
Court, Court of Appeals, Circuit Court, 
District Court, Offices of Circuit Court 
Clerk, the Administrative Office of the 
Courts and all court services, including 
Pretrial Services, Drug Court, the Court 
Designated Worker Program, Court 
Interpreting Services, the State Law 
Library and driver license branches. 

Services affected 

Trials and other court proceedings 
will not be scheduled on furlough 
days as there will be no staff available. 


Items already on the docket for those 
days will be rescheduled. 

Driver licenses will not be issued. 

The Supreme Court will suspend its 
rule requiring pretrial officers to inter¬ 
view a defendant within 12 hours after 
incarceration. No pretrial services staff 
will be working on furlough days. 

Deputy clerks will not be available 
to process bonds and no release orders 
will be issued. 

Existing after-hours protocol will 
be followed for processing domestic 
violence orders (DVOs) and emergency 
protective orders (EPOs). 


Local court designated workers will 
not be available. The Court Designated 
Worker Program will have a supervisor 
available to ensure that law enforce¬ 
ment adheres to its statutory require¬ 
ments in cases involving the arrest and 
custody of juveniles. 

Technology services staff will not 
be available to recover the CourtNet 
database in the event the system expe¬ 
riences an interruption in service. 

County offices that share space 
with the state court system in court¬ 
houses and judicial centers will not be 
affected.

Work continues on new 
county park football field

A new football field in the 
county park is getting closer to 
reality. 

During the past week, county 
highway employees and others 
continued to haul in dirt while 
others installed drainage lines 
in an all-out effort to have the 
field ready to be seeded my the 
middle of September. 

Judge-Executive John Wayne 
Conway briefed the Anderson 
County Fiscal Court on the proj¬ 
ect last Tuesday night, asking 
for and receiving permission to 
hire outside haulers to bring in 
dirt to complete the field. 

“The city gave us some fill 
from a project they were doing,” 
Conway said. 

“I’ll keep the costs to a mini¬ 
mum.” 

Conway said the fiscal court 
has spent around $10,000 to date 
on the field, which will be ready 
for Parks and Recreation teams 
next fall. 

He said the project, when 
finished, will likely cost around 


$15,000. 

He said 220 feet of drainage 
pipe has been installed in the 
past week or so, along with a 
junction box to help drain water 
from the field. 

He said local contractor Mike 
Gay is using his own dozer to 
help move dirt, and that Eddie 
Carey has also donated his 
equipment and labor. He said 
the drainage pipe was pur¬ 
chased locally through Edmond¬ 
son Supply. 

“We’ve done everything 
locally except for the junction 
box, which we bought out of 
Elizabethtown.” 

Conway said a push is on to 
get the field ready for grass seed. 

“[Extension agent] Tommy 
Yankey says we need to have it 
seeded by Sept. 15,” Conway said. 

“He and Magistrate David 
Ruggles are going to hand-seed 
it the old fashioned way. That’s 
the way they say is the best to 
sow it.”

Magistrates OK spraying for brush 


Court hires company to spray 50 miles of roads

Beating back brush on 
county highways might 
cost less if a trial run at 
spraying problem areas 
proves effective. 

The Anderson County 
Fiscal Court voted unani¬ 
mously last Tuesday 
night to hire a company 
to spray trees along 50 
miles of county roads in 
an effort to reduce costs. 

Magistrates approved 
spending $5,000 with a 
company called Natur 
Chem to reduce the 
amount of labor required 
to keep branches from 
hanging over county 
roads. 

The roads to be 
sprayed have yet to be 
determined, but Judge- 


Executive John Wayne 
Conway said it will likely 
be those that connect the 
county’s main arteries, 
such as US 62 and High¬ 
way 44. 

“I’m going to sit down 
with [the county road 
foreman] and determine 
that,” said Conway. 

Conway said the 
spraying will not be used 
to replace roadside mow¬ 
ing. 

“This is for the limbs 
that grow out into the 
road,” he said. “We’re 
going to have them 
sprayed to the height of 
school bus mirrors.” 

Conway said the 
Natur Chem guarantees 
that the limbs won’t 
grow back for three 
years. If true, he said it 


will save money and that 
the program might then 
be expanded. 

“It costs more than 
$50 a mile to cut back 
limbs when you have 
two employees and diesel 
fuel for a tractor and a 
truck,” he said, adding 
that the chemicals being 
sprayed are permitted. 

He said the spraying 
will be done in the fall. 

“That’s when the 
leaves start turning 
brown and it won’t be 
as noticeable,” he said, 
adding that only the por¬ 
tion of the trees that are 
sprayed will be affected. 

“It doesn’t kill the tree 
itself, just the limbs com¬ 
ing out. The rest of the 
tree stays OK.”

W hat does your life say 
about your actual com¬ 
mitment to being person 
that the God of the Bible calls you 
to be? 

If you stop almost 
anyone in Anderson 
County to ask if her 
or she believes in God, 
the response would 
be overwhelmingly 
affirmative, yet our 
actions mostly belie 
our words. 

James 2:18: "Yes a 
man may say ‘You 
have faith and I have 
works’; show me your 
faith without your works, and I 
will show you my faith by my 
works.” 

Do you give money to your 
church or mission projects? Do 
you travel to foreign lands to 
spread the message of Jesus? Do 
you volunteer at the homeless 
shelter or work with a jail minis¬ 
try? Are you feeding the hungry, 
caring for the orphans, clothing 
the needy? 

If not, why not? There is no 
better proof of a Christian life¬ 
style than the fruit of one’s labor? 
Do you have well, any fruit? If 


your life does not bear any “fruit,” 
are you actually a disciple of 
Christ? 

Does your lifestyle compared 
to perhaps an atheist or non- 
Christian look any different? Per¬ 
haps there is no simpler descrip¬ 
tion of a Christian’s life than it 
is told by Jesus in Mat 25:34-40: 
“For I was hungry and you gave 
me something to eat, I was thirsty 
and you gave me something to 
drink, I was a stranger and you 
invited me in, I needed clothes 
and you clothed me, I was sick 
and you looked after me, I was in 
prison and you came to visit me. 

“Then the righteous will 
answer him, ‘Lord, when did we 
see you hungry and feed you, or 
thirsty and give you something to 
drink? 

When did we see you a strang¬ 
er and invite you in, or needing 
clothes and clothe you? When did 
we see you sick or in prison and 
go to visit you? 

“The King will reply, Truly I 
tell you, whatever you did for one 
of the least of these brothers and 
sisters of mine, you did for me.’” 

This is a positive message if 
you are “righteous.” However, the 
Bible is also very clear that “every 


tree that does not bear good fruit 
is cut down and thrown into the 
fire.” - Mat 7:20. 

Now, what does the fruit of 
your life look like? Please let me 
be clear you cannot work your 
way to heaven. 

We are saved by grace alone 
through faith alone, but we are 
saved to a faith that causes a 
response. How can we acknowl¬ 
edge so great a salvation? This 
can be accomplished only by a 
surrendered life of gratitude, 
through the saving knowledge of 
Jesus Christ. 

So the question becomes, are 
you living a life of surrender to 
almighty God, or are you living 
a life of open rebellion to a righ¬ 
teous God devoted to self. 

Do you put God first in all 
areas of your life, or pick and 
choose. "God, I’ll trust you with 
this area of my life, but don't 
interfere in that area, I've got that 
under control.” 

God is lord of your life, or not 
lord at all.

Are 
the programs geared to make us feel good about ourselves or 
adoration of God? 

Is the bulletin full of ball games and cheerleading, bingo and 
assorted other games and parties? Is it full of fun, food and 
frolic? 

Bulletin and pictures. As you look at the different pictures in 
your bulletins do they show women and men in immodest 
apparel, swimsuits, short shorts, etc. Is the emphasis on the 
flesh rather than the spirit? M odest apparel is still the way 
that God wants us to dress (ITim. 2:9). 

You bulletin might just speaks louder than you really 
realize.

Rockets setting sights 
on district title, looking 
to avenge last year's result

t's too bad Anderson County and 
Shelby County really 
don't have much of a 
football rivalry 

Some of those epics in 
other sports have been 
such that only have to 
mention a a few words 
and they conjure up 
some emotion. 

On the Anderson 
side, there's C.J. Penny's 
buzzer-beater or Jacob 
Brown's pitching gem. 

Shelby fans point to 
Eric Standafer's walk-off 
hit or Lance Ashby's 3-pointer. 

Football? That's another story. The 
schools have only played six times in 
the past and only one, the first, came 
down to a last-minute decision and 
that was the first one, when Ander¬ 
son County's Chris Morris kicked a 
field goal to give the Bearcats the 
win. 

A year ago, Anderson County was 
the team with the talent and the 
experience. The 
Bearcats rolled 
58-20, in a game 
that might have 
been even more 
one-sided than 
that, on their way 
to a 12-3 season 
and a state run¬ 
ner-up finish. 

This year, the 
cast of characters 
is much different. 
Both teams lost 
some good players 
and both return 

There is a difference, though. This 
time, Shelby County is the one with 
the experience. 

Anderson County visits Shelby 
for an early season test that should 
tell quite a bit about both teams. The 
Bearcats have proven the predictions 
they would be talented, but young, 
to be true in their first two games. 
Anderson was impressive at times, 
but unable to close out Bryan Station 
in its opener, but Saturday, against 
a good Garrard County team, the 
Bearcats proved they might be grow¬ 
ing up by overcoming some mistakes 
but finding a way to win. 

Shelby had won just three of 21 
games since the school was split to 
form Collins in 2010, but the Rockets 
feel they have a legitimate chance at 
winning their district as they return 
15 starters from last year's team. 

They opened with an impressive 28-0 
win over LaRue County last Friday. 

In that one, Shelby quarterback 
Zach Shipley ran for two touch¬ 
downs and threw for another. He 
passed for 66 yards and rushed for 51 
more. 

Earl Stoudemire caught Shipley's 
touchdown pass, a 20-yarder. 

Shipley, son of Shelby coach Todd 
Shipley, has been getting quite a 
bit of interest from NCAA Division 
II and III schools along with many 
NAIA programs. 

“When you are 5-9 and 165 pounds, 
nobody is going to throw anything 
at you at this time,” Coach Shipley 
said with a laugh. The elder Shipley 
was in Danville Saturday, scouting 
Anderson in its 24-16 win over Gar¬ 
rard County. 

Projected as an “athlete” in college, 
Zach Shipley is shifty, like Garrard’s 
Billy Abney, but much faster. He was 
the state champion in the 300-meter 
intermediate hurdles last spring. 

Anderson has had difficulty 
containing elusive quarterbacks in 
the first two games, a fact that has 
Anderson coach Mark Peach con¬ 
cerned. 

“We missed a ton of open-field 
tackles,” Peach said of the game 
against Garrard. “In my coaching 
career, I have never worked so hard 
on tackling. We are going to work on 
it again this week. 

“Shipley is another quarterback 
who is very explosive, so it is going to 
be hard for us to try to contain him.” 

Shelby's defense recorded its first 
shutout since 2009 when it put the 
goose egg up against LaRue. Defen¬ 
sive end-linebacker Devin Ashton is 
a good one. 

Anderson might be able to give

Team finishes fifth in 
Central Kentucky meet

Anderson County placed 
fifth in the boys’ Central 
Kentucky Conference golf 
tournament, held Saturday 
at Canewood Golf Course in 
Georgetown. 

Two Anderson golfers, 
juniors Lee Robinson and 
Tyler Harrod, were named to 
the all-conference team, based 
on average scores. Anderson 
was the only school to place 
two golfers on the All-CKC 
first team. Others on the all¬ 


conference team are Peter 
Saad of Sayre, Jacob Cook of 
Franklin County and Scott 
County's Billy Tom Sargent. 

Harrod played a hot round 
Saturday, leading the Bearcats 
and finishing fourth overall 
with a 75 on the par-72 course. 

u Having two junior players 
earn all-conference first team 
honors says much about our 
program moving forward,” 
said Anderson coach Jim 
Beward. “Both Lee and Tyler 
have worked very hard this 
season and this honor is much- 
deserved. Knowing that both 
will be back next year is a 
great plus for our program.” 

Robinson, who was in the 
running for the conference's 


top individual honor, shot an 
uncharacteristic 89 for the day. 

“I really wanted Lee to play 
well because he could have 
earned conference player of 
the year had things worked 
out. But better to have that 
bad day happen now than in 
September. While the indi¬ 
viduals are a great reflection 
for the program, the main goal 
is still to be playing at Bowl¬ 
ing Green Country Club (site 
of the state tournament) in 
October.” 

As a team, Anderson fin¬ 
ished fifth at the CKC Tour¬ 
nament, shooting a 339 team 
score, 28 strokes behind Sayre, 
the tournament champion. 
Sargent won the individual 
honors, shooting a 3-under 69. 

In addition to Harrod and 
Robinson's score, Anderson 
came in with Nick Wilson 
shooting an 85 and Gabe 
McMichael carding a 90. Zach¬ 
ary Toles also competed, shoot¬ 
ing a 94, which was dropped. 

“We had way too many big 
numbers,” Beward said. “Each 
player had at least two double 
bogeys or worse. Instead of 
limiting our damage, one 
bad hole invariably turned 
into two or three and made it 
impossible to recover. We did 
not think our way around the 
course as we should have. We 
need to improve our course 
management and figure out 
how to play 18 holes of consis¬ 
tent golf. 

“Our conference matches 
show we are capable of play¬ 


ing good golf over nine holes. 
We now have to learn to put 
that together over 18 or 36 
holes. Fortunately, we are 
still a month away from the 
regional tournament and I am 
confident things will come 
together.” 

In an earlier tournament, 
the Bearcats placed 14th out 
of 21 teams in the Commodore 
Classic at Tates Creek Golf 
Course in Lexington on Aug. 
18. Anderson fired a 333 with 
Harrod coming in at 78 to 
lead the team. Robinson shot 
an 83 while Wilson fired an 
85 and McMichael shot an 87. 
Josh Brown shot a 92 but was 
dropped. 

It was Anderson's second 
18-hole event of the season, 
one that Beward said showed 
improvement but showed the 
Bearcats still have a long way 
to go. 

“I think the players walked 


away knowing that improve¬ 
ment was still necessary but 
that they could compete with 
the kinds of programs that are 
going to be in Bowling Green.” 

Last Tuesday, the Bearcats 
defeated Western Hills 158-160 
in a match held at Juniper 
Hills in Frankfort. Robinson 
shot a one-under 34 while 
Harrod carded a 40 to lead the 
Bearcats. McMichael's 41 and 
Wilson's 43 rounded out the 
Anderson scoring. 

Beward said the Bearcats 
did a good job with their pitch¬ 
ing and chipping on the day. 

The junior varsity also beat 
Western Hills, 172-191, to move 
to 5-0 on the year. Sophomore 
Chris Sea and junior Trevor 
Morgan led Anderson with a 
38 and 39, respectively.

intercept a pass, then return it 
for a touchdown with 3:05 to 
go, the Bearcats methodically 
ground out a drive that ate up 
the rest of the clock. 

“Coach Peach scaled up 
practice this week,” said Car¬ 
michael, a sophomore quarter¬ 
back named the classic's Most 
Valuable Player. “We worked a 
little longer and harder.” 

Part of that working was on 
Anderson's already-explosive 
passing game. Carmichael 
completed ll-of-13 passes for 
202 yards and a pair of touch¬ 
downs.

“We had some good players, 
but we just couldn't win a game,” says 
Birdwhistell, who practices several 
areas of law in Elizabethtown. 

It seemed that would be the case 
when the Bearcats traveled to Wood¬ 
ford County for the 1972 season opener 


on Sept. 1. “We should have won that 
game,” he says of the night when 
Woodford scored with three seconds to 

go- 

Somehow, the Woodford loss stung 
enough and the Green Bay sweep 
worked enough to give the Bearcats 
their first chance at the post-season. 
Anderson wasn't very big. “I think I 
was about the second heaviest line¬ 
man and I weighed 170 or 180 pounds,” 
Birdwhistell laughs. “Lee Moore (a 
junior who was named all-state center) 
was the biggest guy on our line. He 
weighed about 200 pounds.” 

Opponents knew the sweep was 


coming. They knew the guards, Bird¬ 
whistell and Ray Cunningham, would 
be leading the way. They knew Strat¬ 
ton would be looking for a seam. 

They just couldn't stop it. 

“Ray and I would be leading the 
way. Jeff Kays was very important 
on that play, too. The fullback had to 
block for it to work. Then, Anthony did 
such a good job just waiting for things 
to open up,” Birdwhistell says, then 
breaks into a big smile. 

“One of those pictures over there 
(hanging in Birdwhistell's office), it 
looks like Anthony is pushing me a 
little. 

“We were all so close on and off the 
field. No one played college football, 
that I know of, but we were success¬ 
ful.” 

The magic of 1972 ended when 
Richmond Madison, a heavy favorite 
to win the state Class A title, came to 
town for the regional championship 
game, which at the time was the first 
round of the playoffs. 

“They were just so much better than 
we were,” Birdwhistell remembers 
with a laugh. “They had a guy named 
Robbie Morton who played tackle and 
went on to play at Tennessee. I was just 
thankful he was on the other side of 
the line.” 

Things weren't much better on 
Birdwhistell's side, though. “The guy I 
was against was so quick. I remember 
during a break, Dutch came to me and 
asked if I was ever going to block him. 

I said, 'If I can catch him, I will block 
him,'” he laughs. 

The details might blur after 40 
years, but the memories are still strong. 


Sometimes, something hanging on an 
attorney's wall is all that is needed to 
spark a conversation. 

“I have been my own boss for about 
25 years,” says Birdwhistell, who shares 
the office with two other attorneys, 
including his son, Tyler. 

Basketball is Birdwhistell's game 
now. He attends the Kentucky state 
high school tournament every year 
and made the Final Four with the Ken¬ 
tucky Wildcats this season. 

He does try to make several high 
school football games each year, too. 

His son played football at Central 
Hardin and he makes an occasional 
game to see perennial state power John 
Hardin. He even finds his way back to 
Anderson County on occasion. 

Nothing, though, compares to the 
memory of 1972. 

“What is funny is that since I have 
been here, there have been two guys 
come in here to see me on other things. 
They saw that schedule over there and 
we realized we had played against each 
other that year. 

“One of them was a running back 
for Washington County. The lights (at 
the current Warford Stadium) had 
gone out but we were still playing. 
They got ahead 19-0 but we came back 
and won 29-19.” 

Birdwhistell pauses, then laughs. 
“He's still a little raw over that.” 

Then again, Birdwhistell's visitor 
wasn't an Anderson County Bearcat 
that fall.

as we were leaving it wide 
open. A couple of crosses 
came close to them, then on 
their third similar attack, 
the cross bounced off our 
goalkeeper's hands into the 
goal. It was at an angle that 
was directly into the lower¬ 
ing sunlight. (Alyssa) Rog¬ 
ers said she completely lost 
the ball and couldn't find it 
until it hit her. It was unfor¬ 
tunate to give up an early 
goal like that but those 
things happen.” 

Earnest said the Ander¬ 
son defense allowed Wood¬ 
ford several scoring chances 
early before settling down. 

The Yellow Jackets 
scored again in the 25th 
minute. “Give credit to the 
Woodford player, Lindsay 
Sizemore, for making a 
fantastic play and taking 
advantage of our mistake,” 
Earnest said. “Sizemore 
intercepted our pass about 
half-field, split both my two 
center midfielders on the 
dribble, found space and 
kept dribbling. Both of my 
center backs hesitated, then 
stepped to the ball at the 
same time. Sizemore split 
them both with a burst of 
speed, getting a breakaway 
with the goalkeeper. She 
buried the shot around the 


keeper into the corner of 
the goal. This really was a 
great play by (Sizemore), but 
just a mental lapse in both 
our center mids and center 
backs.” 

Earnest said most of the 
rest of the match was played 
between the 18-yard lines. 
“We got some decent shots 
but most of them from 18-30 
yards,” he said. “There was 
nothing that was terribly 
difficult for the Woodford 
keeper to handle.” 

Woodford also had some 
chances. “There was nothing 
that was terribly frighten¬ 
ing except they did get a 
breakaway that Rogers 
made one of the best break¬ 
away saves that I've ever 
seen. Usually, a breakaway 
save involves a collision 
and the ball just spraying 
away somewhere. This time, 
Alyssa took the collision and 
held on to the ball all at the 
same time on the ground. It 
was amazing.” 

Earnest had plenty of 
praise for the Woodford fans. 
“It was a typical Woodford 
crowd,” he said.

Shelby some problems up front. Shel¬ 
by is not big while most of Anderson's 
starters on both sides of the line tip 
the scales at better than 250 pounds. 

“They have watered their offense 
down a bit because they are young,” 
Shipley said, “but they still look pretty 
darn good.” 

Last year, Anderson gave up an 
early touchdown run by Shipley but 
proceeded to win in a 58-20 rout. At 
the time, there were reports of some 
hard feelings when Anderson went for 
a 2-point conversion that put Ander¬ 
son up 52-7 inside the last minute of 
the first half and got the clock moving 
for the entire second half. 

However, a check of last year's play- 
by-play sheet shows that no Anderson 
starter carried the ball or caught a 
pass after halftime of last year's game. 

Hopefully, that was just someone 
letting the emotion of the game get 
the best of him. Even though I don't 
like that result of football's “mercy 
rule,” it is part of the game and I know 
from experience that most high school 
coaches would do the same thing. 

This series has been too good in too 
many sports to have some hard feel¬ 
ings over the inevitable.

Long archery season a good time to learn the sport

Equipment has 
changed overtime

ould you believe that 
only 40 years ago 
there were only a 
few thousand whitetail deer 
in the state of Kentucky? 

State, not one county It is 
hard to believe with the num¬ 
ber being in the hundreds of 
thousands across the Bluegrass 
today The growth is truly a 
testament to the hard work of 
many to make such a growth 
in population occur. 

I bring the deer population 
growth up because one of the 
longest archery seasons for 
deer hunting in the nation 
opens in the commonwealth 
on Saturday, Sept. 1 and runs 
through Jan. 21 in three of 
Kentucky’s four hunting 
zones. That’s a lot of days to 
take advantage of filling the 
freezer with venison for the 
winter. 

One of my earliest memo¬ 
ries of archery season in 
Kentucky was Dad’s old Bear 
recurve bow and wooden 
arrows. Those cedar arrows 
were tipped with huge glued 
on single-bladed Bear broad 
heads and real spined feathers 
fletchings. 

In the early 1970s deer 
sightings were rare in Ander¬ 
son County so Dad usually 
traveled in his pursuit of a 
whitetail. Back then if you 
wanted a huntable popula¬ 
tion of whitetails in Kentucky 
you had to hunt them in the 
pockets of the state they had 
not been hunted or poached 
out of existence. The Blue 
Grass Army Depot in Rich¬ 
mond and the Land Between 
the Lakes in far western Ken¬ 
tucky were a couple of areas 
he used to travel to hunt. With 
deer bouncing across the road 
everywhere you drive these 
days or standing in every field 
you look in to things sure have 
changed for the better for 
Bluegrass hunters. 

Early archery trips 

I was only 5 or 6 years old 
when Dad used to take those 
archery hunting trips. I was 
too young and small to go but 
truly wanted to go. The equip¬ 
ment back then was made for 


adults and not customized for 
smaller folks like some equip¬ 
ment today. 

Heck, the closest bow and 
arrow I could get to fit my 
size came from the old Ben 
Franklin store downtown. It 
included a real fake leather 
head band with feathers and 
suction cups for broad heads. 
Those came in great when 
hunting the elusive large 
appliance in the kitchen or the 
occasional washing machine 
in the wild outback of the util¬ 
ity room. Sometimes, while 
stalking quietly, a small but 
quick little brother might 
jump and run creating an 
ideal moving target for my 
suction cup stingers. 

Several years later, Dad 
came up with a smaller, but 
still adult, version of my Bear 
recurve bow. I started bow 
hunting in the mid- to late- 
1970s with it and still use it 
to this day. I’ve taken several 
deer with it over the years and 
will more than likely keep 
on using it. It’s simple and 
there’s nothing complicated 
about using it. I call it my old 
stick and string. It’s basically 
a carved wooden bow bent to 
hold a bowstring on each end 
and launch arrows. 

Better equipment today 

Young folks today don’t 
have to stick solely to stick¬ 
ing toy suction cup arrows 
onto mom’s shiny appliances 
or tattooing siblings. Archery 
companies have come a long 
way. Bows today vary greatly 
as does any of the associated 
archery equipment. Getting 
started in archery or bow 
hunting is so much easier 
today than 40 years ago. One 
of the best things to happen 
to archery for young folks in 
the last several years is the 
addition to the archery pro¬ 
grams in the schools. My kids, 
Hunter and Suzanne, both had 
the opportunity to participate 
in this program through the 
Anderson County schools and 
also through Alton Baptist 
Church. The bows the pro¬ 
gram uses can be drawn and 
shot by almost anyone due 
to their simple design. Most 
programs started and still use 
the Mathews Genesis bow or 
a similar version. It is quite 
an upgrade for kids when 
compared to the suction cup 
thrower I started with. Hunter 


recently passed his first Gen¬ 
esis bow on to his younger 
cousin Simon and has worked 
with him on getting started 
shooting. 

My advice to getting started 
in archery today, at least for 
young folks, would be to join 
the school archery team. 
Archery in Kentucky, as well 
as across the nation, has gained 
such popularity in the school 
systems that the Kentucky 
High School Athletics Asso¬ 
ciation announced on Aug. 23 
that archery will now join bass 
fishing as high school varsity 
sport. High school sports have 
come a long way since I played 
the basic three (football, base¬ 
ball and basketball) in my 
day. I would have loved the 
opportunity to shoot for the 
archery team or spend prac¬ 
tice on the lake fishing. Let’s 
hope a rifle or skeet shooting 
team is next in order to help 
promote a true appreciation 
of other shooting sports. I’m 
sure our local sportsman’s club 
would be more than willing 
to allow practice time at their 
fine facility. 

Stay informed about bows 

My advice to older folks is 
to read up on the hundreds 
of different styles of bows, 
arrows, releases and the hun¬ 
dreds of gadgets that can go 
with this sport. I would advise 
a visit to a local archery shop 
in order to talk with the folks 
there that make their living 
on archery related knowledge. 
Look at and handle the equip¬ 
ment. Some shops even have 
a range where you can take 
some supervised shots with 
the bow and arrow of your 
choice as a “test drive” before 
deciding on what equipment 
to buy. 

Another great source of 
information is someone you 
know who actually bow hunts. 
If you have friend or neighbor 
who bow-hunts, one can be 
a world of free knowledge of 
the sport as well as the equip¬ 
ment to use or at least what 
he or she prefers. One hunt¬ 
ing bow will not fit all. Every 
hunter has his or her own 
draw length, draw weight as 
well as sighting preferences. 
For simplicity, the draw length 
is basically the distance mea¬ 
sured at the arrow nock point 
on the string to the arrow 
shelf on the bow once the bow 
is brought to full draw. The 
draw weight is measured in 
pounds and is the amount of 
physical pull it takes by the 
archer to bring the bow to full 
draw in preparation of releas¬ 
ing an arrow. 

Here’s a reminder for the 
rookies out there, NEVER dry 
fire a bow. Dry firing is draw¬ 
ing the bow and releasing 
the string without an arrow 
nocked in place. Dry firing can 
lead to serious damage to the 
bow and possible injury to the 
shooter and bystanders. 

Types of bows 

Hunting bows are usually 
of three basic types. A long 
bow, recurve bow and the com¬ 
pound bow. The long bow is 
typically just that, a long slim, 
usually wooden bow with a 
slight bend in it to connect 
the bow string to each end. 
These were the first bows used 
thousands of years ago and are 
capable of sending an arrow 


several yards down range at 
a hundred feet or so per sec¬ 
ond. The Native American 
Indians used these handmade 
long bows to bring down a lot 
of game in order to survive. 
These bows typically are shot 
without mounted sights or 
“instinct style.” Basically you 
look at the target and rely 
solely on hand-eye coordina¬ 
tion to hit that target. 

The recurve bow that I 
still use today has actually 
made a comeback in the last 
several years. It is a modified 
version of the long bow that 
is quite a bit shorter in overall 
length for the most part. The 
“recurve” name comes from 
the ends of this bow, the limbs, 
are curved more near the 
ends in order to produce more 
power to send the arrow down 
range faster. I can accurately 
shoot my Bear recurve 25 to 35 
yards down range with arrow 
speeds of several hundred feet 
or so per second. Dad always 
shot his bows instinct style so 
that’s how I learned and still 
shoot that way today. This 
style of shooting does however 
take away the age old excuses 
for missing such as “I used the 
wrong yardage sight pin” or 
“my sights must have gotten 
knocked off.” 

The most popular bow in 
this modernized world today is 
the compound. These modern 
bows have wheels and cams, 
stabilizers, sights, levelers, 
dampeners and on and on 
and on. There seems to be no 
limit to the gadgets, as well as 
money, you can put into these 
things. The compound bow of 
today is much lighter than the 
originals that came out several 
decades ago. The carbon and 
alloy materials used today 
make some of these high tech 
bows weight in around 3 to 
4 pounds pre-gadget instal¬ 
lation. Arrow speeds shot by 
some of these bows today are 
reaching 350 feet per second 
and beyond and produce an 
enormous amount of foot 
pounds toward the harvest of 
game. The arrows are made 
of several different materi¬ 
als, including carbon, to make 
them stiffer yet more flexible 


as needed. You can tip those 
arrows with dozens of styles 
of broad heads on the business 
end and even lighted nocks 
on the other in order to better 
track the arrow’s flight pat¬ 
tern and recover game in low 
light conditions. 

It’s pretty amazing how 
much change I’ve seen in the 
sport of archery since I started 
back in the mid to late 1970s. 
Today’s equipment is lighter, 
faster and much easier to 
adapt to the individual shooter 
than days gone by. The sheer 
volume of information and 
equipment available on the 
market today is truly remark¬ 
able and can no doubt be over¬ 
whelming but get started and 
you won’t regret it. The only 
way to finish the journey is to 
take the first step. 

I’ve enjoyed years of quiet 
times in the woods bow 
hunting as well as hunting 
with family and friends. I’ve 
seen my Dad harvest several 
deer over the years with his 
recurve and compound bow. 
I’ve taken my share of venison 
with my old recurve as well 
as with a couple different 
compound bows. One of the 
proudest moments of my bow¬ 
hunting career was hunting 
with my son Hunter when he 
harvested his first deer with a 
bow when he was 15 years old. 

As I mentioned earlier, Ken¬ 
tucky has one of the longest 
seasons in the country for 
archery so get started. Send 
your upcoming archery season 
harvest pictures and stories to 
news@theandersonnews.

Kentucky’s 2012-2013 deer season to open Sept. 1

When Kentucky’s 2012-2013 
deer season opens with the 
beginning of archery hunt¬ 
ing Sat., Sept. 1, there will be 
plenty of reasons for hunters 
to be optimistic. 

Last deer season was argu¬ 
ably the state’s best ever. A 
record 68 bucks taken in Ken¬ 
tucky qualified for entry into 
the Boone &: Crockett record 
books, a record for the state. 

Kentucky hunters also 
posted the fourth best overall 
harvest with 119,656 deer, the 
highest total since the 2008-09 
season. In 96 of Kentucky’s 120 
counties, hunters bagged more 
deer than in the 2010-2011 deer 
season. 

“If you manage with an eye 
toward overall herd quality, 
the trophies will come,” said 
Tina Brunjes, deer and elk 
program coordinator for the 


Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 

Good habitat, aggressive 
doe harvest and the one-buck 
limit are thought be the main 
reasons why Kentucky has 
developed a quality deer herd 
with ample hunting opportu¬ 
nities in all 120 counties. 

The trophy deer taken in 
Kentucky last season included 
52 bucks with typical antlers 
scoring 160 or higher and 16 
bucks with non-typical antlers 
scoring 185 or higher. The deer 
came from 44 different Ken¬ 
tucky counties: from Fulton 
County in the west to Pike 
County in the east. A decade 
ago, Kentucky produced just 
34 Boone &: Crockett record 
book deer. 

Weather, one factor that 
biologists can’t control, often 
has a big impact on how many 
deer are available to hunters 
and how many are harvested. 


It’s too early to fully assess 
the impact of this summer’s 
drought, which has affected 
about two-thirds of the state. 
“Early on we had good condi¬ 
tions for fawning. The spring 
was warm and wet, with lush 
undergrowth,” said Brunjes. 
“But drought conditions may 
have compromised mast pro¬ 
duction and the availability of 
green forage in some areas.” 

The Aug. 14 Drought Moni¬ 
tor issued by the National 
Weather Service categorized 
the Jackson Purchase Region 
of Kentucky and parts of 18 
counties directly to the east 
of that region in exceptional 
or extreme drought. Central 
Kentucky counties range 
from moderate drought to 
abnormally dry, but parts of 
more than 35 southern and 
eastern Kentucky counties 
have received normal rainfall 
levels. 


Brunjes speculated that if 
the dry conditions persist in 
western Kentucky, it could 
impact the deer harvest 
there. “A poor mast crop com¬ 
pounded by corn and soybean 
fields shriveled up would put 
deer on the move looking for 
food. That could mean har¬ 
vest totals will be higher than 
usual,” she said. 

In parts of central and 
eastern Kentucky that have 
received near-normal rain¬ 
fall levels, Brunjes encour¬ 
ages landowners to continue 
pre-season mowing of their 
hunting areas. “Even though 
our fields are dry, there’s still 
a lot of clover out there,” said 
Brunjes. “August is a good time 
to cut back the dead grass, to 
stimulate re-growth.” 

Clover, a cool season 
legume, is an important food 
source for deer until heavy 
frosts come in late October. 


There’s plenty of time left for 
rains to benefit clover fields. 

Pre-season mowing should 
also include cutting trails 
and wildlife openings in your 
hunting area. “You need to be 
able to easily and quietly get 
to your treestand or ground 
blind, and you need to be able 
to see. In some areas the weeds 
are really tall this year,” she 
said. 

Kentucky’s deer herd is now 
estimated to number about 
850,000, down from one mil¬ 
lion in 2003. “Our herd is now 
stable,” said Brunjes. “A stable 
herd is a robust herd that can 
withstand drought and other 
big changes in weather and 
food availability.” 

Although yellow or brown 
grass covers much of Ken¬ 
tucky, hunters should have 
many deer available to them 
when they hit the woods this 
fall.
